Hardly bad the English evacuated fh 


colonies before American clipper ship 
were eastward bound for the purpose o 


arne fleet was making another brilliant 
age in the history of our navy. 
English commissioners were quarrel- 


ng with the Chiflese sbverament, and 
b.e treacherous Chinese officials did 
notcareto distinguish between the flags 


{ the two countries. At two differ- 
nt times American vessels were fired 
pon by the forts at Canton, and then 
t seemed to the American commander 
hat it Was time to teach the Chinese a 
xeeded lesson. Commodore Armstrong, 
hen in comraand of the Asiatic station, 
ordered Capt. Foote, of the Portsmouth,, 
o destroy the forts. There were many 
liflkulties in the way of executing such 
3.H order, but Americas 
EavaJ com- 


manders had long since learned to obey 
without question and to surm.ount all 
difficulties. 
The forts, mounting 166 


runs, were taken with terrible loss ot 
ife to the Chinese garrison. While the 
short war, lasting but some three days. 
an*d which was never officially recog- 
nized by either country, taught the 
needed lesson, it passed almost wholly 
unnoticed in this country and is now 
mentioned by but few'historians. 


Our career in Japan is better known. 


In this country all that the world has 
gained by the opening of the now profit- 
able commerce with the mikado's'em- 
•Dire 5s due to the efforts of the United 
States. During our efforts to open the 
doors of Japanese ports we had no 
pirates to deal with, but we did have 
an even more superstitious people than 
the Chinese. The commercial treaty 
•with Japan, which opened her ports to 
the commerce of the world, to which 
Commissioner Harris secured the Jap- 
anese signatures on July 23, 1858, 
opened a~revoiution in Japan that raged 
at the sarjie time our civil war was at- 
tractir.? our whole attention at home.

It will take some time to edu- 
cate the natives up to the understand- 
ing that they must sustain themselves 
by their own efforts. This can only be 
done, evidently, by requiring certain 
labor, and Capt. Leary has started in to 
accomplish that end. He expects to 
have the inhabitants raise their own 
vegetables. One of "his orders is that 
each grown male shall own 12 hens and 
one sow. 


The report has attracted much atten-
